The ministry said in a statement that the Italian con- 
tingent joining French and U.S. forces in Lebanon would be made 
up of Bersaglieri infantrymen, paratroopers and marines.

Another policeman was injured in 
northern Israel, where youths set fire to a police vehicle, stoned 
Isreali cars and raised Palestinian flags. Demonstrations were also 
reported in Ramallah,Nablus and Hebron.

AMMAN fJ.T.) — Her Majesty 
Queen Noor and His Royal Hig- 
hness Crown Prince Hassan. in 
separate meetings Tuesday, rec- 
eived Baroness Janet Mary 
' Young, the British minister in cha- 
rge of the Civil Service Man- 
agement and Personnel Dep- 
artment .and leader of the House 
of Lords. 

In the meeting at her office, 
Queen Noor explained the tra- 
gedy and sufferings of the Pal- 
estinian people since the Israeli 
occupation of their lands and their 
displacement and the inh- 
umanitarian Zionist practices 
which reached their climax with 
the “barbaric massacre" of ref- 
ugees in Palestinian camps in west 
Beirut. 

The Queen also said that this 
“barbaric massacre confirms Isr- 
ael's continued repressive policy 
against the Palestinians and its dis- 
regard of all human values, ethics, 
international laws and 'norms and 
the world public opinion." 

Queen Noor also reviewed His 
Majesty King Hussein’s constant 
efforts to build a modem Jordan 
through achieving the goals of the 
development plan in the eco- 
nomic, cultural and social fields 
and his continuous endeavour on 
the Arab and international levels 
to reach a just and comprehensive 
peace in this important area of the 
world. 

Prince Hassan and the British 
minister discussed the situation in 
the area in general and the det- 
eriorating situation in Lebanon 
and the occupied Arab territories 
in particular. The meeting was att-

AMMAN (Petra) — “The hor- 
rible massacre of defenceless Pal- 
-estinian refugees by Israel 1 s forces 
and its allies in Lebanon confirms 
the Israeli aggressive expansionist 
policy which it has been following 
since its establishment on Arab 
lands," Foreign Minister Marwan 
AJ Qasem said here Tuesday. 

Mr. Qasem, in a statement to 
the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, before leaving for Tunis to 
attend an emergency session of 
Arab foreign ministers, added that 
■the “Israeli policy aims at ter- 
rorising the Palestinians and to 
force them to leave their lands in 
order to carry out the Israeli exp- 
ansion at the Palestinians' exp- 
enses, taking advantage of the dis- 
unity in Arab ranks surfaced in the 
past two years." 

Mr. Qasem, who arrived in 
Tunis later Tuesday heading the 
Jordanian delegation to the Arab 
foreign ministers’ meeting, will 
also attend the 78th session of the 
Arab League Council scheduled 
to convene after the ministers’ 
meeting. 

In his statement to Petra, the 
foreign minister said the Arab 
Nation should make haste in fol- 


lall Arab resources' and adopt 
unified Arab stand to resolve the 
Palestinian problem. 

He added that “no time should 
be wasted in forming a unified 
Arab strategy" as expressed in the 
Arab peace plan for the Middle 
East adopted by the Fez summit 
and “in denying Israel and the 
enemies of the Arab Nation the 
opportunity to obsrruct the cha- 
nces of a just and comprehensive 
peace in the region, especially in 
light of the positive change in the 
stands of certain countries in fav- 
our of the Palestinian cause and 
Arab rights." 

Mr. Qasem concluded that the 
Tunis meeting will be an "opp- 
ortunity to reach an Arab stand 
based on the principles agreed 
upon starting from the Baghdad 
summit to the Fez summit in order 
to take the practical measures" to 
force Israel to withdraw from 
Lebanon and to find a “just and 
* comprehensive solution of the 
Palestinian issue in line with the 
aspirations of the Palestinian peo- 
ple and the sacrifices they have 
made throughout the years."

AMMAN (Petra) — 
Commander-in-Chief of the 
Armed Forces Lt.-Gen. Sharif 
Zaid Ibn Shaker received at his 
office at the Armed Forces hea- 
dquarters on Tuesday Gen. Ivan 
Beletski. first deputy commander 
of the Soviet ground forces and 
the military delegation acc- 
ompanying him.

Enhanced role 
for peace force 
in Lebanon 

WASHINGTON (R) — The new 
multinational force in Lebanon 
will be larger than its predecessor 
and could stay as long as six 
months. U.S. officials said Tue- 
sday. 

The force of U.S., French and 
Italian troops would play a strictly 
limited role in support of Leb- 
anese authorities and would leave 
in 180 days or less, they said. 

Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger said U.S. Marines in the 
force would withdraw if combat 
developed. 

President Reagan announced 
Monday night that the three cou- 
ntries, whose troops oversaw last 
month's Palestinian evacuation 
from Beirut, would be sending 
units back following last week's 
massacre of hundreds of people in 
Palestinian refugee camps by 
right-wing Lebanese militiamen. 

Some officials said the killings 
showed it had been a mistake to 
withdraw the original force after 
only 16 days, at U.S. insistence 
and over French objections. 

But others said there had never 
’ been any thought of stationing the 
force around the camps so its con- 
tinued presence probably would 
not have prevented the massacre. 

Defence Secretary Weinberger 
said the new unit would not be an 
internal security force or a police 
force patrolling the streets 


King says it is U.S. responsibility to control Israel 

‘Beirut massacre is another link 
in continuing Zionist terrorism’ 


AMMAN (Petra) — The massacre 
committed by the Israeli forces against 
the Palestinian refugees in the Sabra 
and Shatila camps in Beirut is a link in 
a series of Zionist terrorism which 
began with the Deir Yassin massacre 
led by Israeli Premier Menachem 


Begin and continuing with the Qibyah 
massacre committed by Israeli Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon in the early ’60s 
with the aim of terrorising and ann- 
ihiliating the Palestinian people and to 
force them to leave their land, His Maj- 
esty King Hussein said Tuesday. 


In an interview, with the Ame- 
rican lele vision network NBC. on 
its Today programme, the King 
said that Israel's motive behind 
this series of massacres at present 
is to make the people of the region 
believe that the United States is 
incapable of doing any thing des- 
pite its pledges to guarantee their 
safety and security in the area. 

“And it seems to be almost a 
sinister attempt to undermine the 
credibility of the U.S.... especially 
President Reagan's proposals and 
initiative for the establishment of 
a just and durable peace." the' 
King said. 

TTie King ruled out the pos- 
sibility of any negotiations with 
the Israeli government in the pre- 
sent circumstances and with the 
kind of leadership it has now. 

The Israeli leaders are not int- 
erested in peace, he said. 

"I don’t believe there is an int- 
erest in peace, just and durable 
and lasting and there is sufficient 
evidence to that effect." the King 
said. 

On the electron on Tuesday of 


Amin Gemayel as president of 
Lebanon, the King said: “I hope 
and pray for his success in the time 
ahead and being able to bring 
Lebanon together..." 

Asked what action could the 
Arab stales possibly take against 
Israel, the King replied: "I don't 
believe we are powerless, and in 
the face of consistent threats we' H 
have to do all that we could - 
to defend ourselves and our rights. 
But I believe that the problem is 
not that of the Arab World: the 
problem is that of humanity, and 
of the world as a whole and the * 
challenge is for all of us to deal 
adequately with the situation.” 
Following are major excerpts 
from the interview: 

Question: What would like to see 
the response of the Arab World 
and the world at large be towards 
what happened in Beirut last Thu- 
rsday and Friday? 

Answer: To answer that the kind 
of conduct, of approach, of mor- 
ality. has no room in our human . 
society in this world to perpetrate 


such acts in future. 

Q: And how is that possible. I 
mean in a specific sense, how is it 
possible to prevent Israel from 
doing, assuming as you of course 
do, that Lsrael was responsible, 
how is it possible to prevent them 
from doing what happened? 

A: The world and human beings 
throughout must have a con- 
science. They do. I believe in that 
very very strongly. I believe this is 
sturdy now. I hope that it will unite 
as all to put an end to such crimes 
that are totally unbelievable. It is 
almost impossible to believe that 
this kind of thing can happen in 
this time and age. But 1 don't 
know. Maybe one possible aspect 
of what happened is that least thi 
world and in particular America: 
people, a decent people, havi 
been able to see possibly for thi 
first time. We have been !i 
through for many years up to 
point. But may they, the rest of the' 
world, all of us can be assured that 
is not repeated. A matter has been 
created and it has got to be con- 


trolled. 

Q: Israel? 

A: Certainly in the present form 
wiih its present leadership with 
the present people responsible for 
its armed forces and for its gov- 
ernment and for its policy. 

Q: I don't mean to press you, but 
when you say "Control it.." Som- 
etimes military action? Can you 
give us some idea what kind of 
ideas you have? 

A:' Your say should have some eff- 
ect with them. You are helping 
Israel to such a degree .. .up to now . 
.. You are giving them 50 per cent of 
what you have given or you are 
giving to the whole world. In terms 
of its needs and in terms of your 
nerous aid and help and ass- 
tance. You have given them uni- 
fied support. Is this the reward? 
o tarnish your image and to act in 
h a way against innocent peo- 
e everywhere? I believe you 
Should make your point and you 
should do it now to curb such act- 
ion and prevent them happening 
again.

ective member in the Arab com- 
munity for the good of the Leb- 
anese people and their pro- 
sperity.” 


Arab ministers’

TUNIS (R) — Arab foreign min- 
isters met in emergency session 
here Tuesday night to discuss the 
massacre of Palestinian refugees 
in Beirut. 

The meeting, expected to last 
only a few hours, was requested by 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) after evidence of 
the mass killings emerged last Sat- 
urday. 


Austria calls for U.N. probe into Beirut massacre 


VIENNA (R) — Austria has cal- 
led on the United Nations Security 
Council to set up an international 
inquiry into the massacres of Pal- 
estinians in Beirut, Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky said Tuesday. 

And in Geneva, U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees Poul 
Hart ling urged all parties con- 
cerned “to protect suffering civ- 
ilian populations against acts def- 
ying the most elementary rules of 
human dignity and human rights.” 

In Tokyo, Japan is prepared to 
take part in a United. Nations 
fact-finding mission to Lebanon 
following the massacre of Pal- 
estinian refugees, Foreign Min- 
istry officials said.

lanation, officials said. 

‘West’s responsibility* 

In Abu Dhabi, President Sheikh 


Zayed Ibn Sultan AJ Nahyan of 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
denounced the Beirut massacre 
and demanded urgent action by 
the West to restrain Israel.' 

He said in letters to leaders of 
the five permanent members of 
the United Nations Security Cou- 
ncil: “Hie Arab peoples' patience 
has almost run out. 

“The international community, 
especially the Security Councifs’ 
permanent members, must qui- 
ckly and decisively act to put an 
end to the continuing tragedy of 
the Palestinian and Lebanese 
peoples,” he said, the Emirates 
News Agency quoted him as say- 
ing. 

The president said Israel could 
not have carried on with “its hys- 
terical policy without massive 
support from the West, especially 
the United States." 

He said the responsibility rested 
firmly on the West to act swiftly to 
curb Israel and to secure a just 


senlementofthe Middle East con- 
flict. 

Turkish condemnation 

Turkey strongly denounced the 
“tragic event" and said Israel can- 
not avoid responsibility it. 

Foreign Minister liter Turkmen 
said in a statement: 

“Turkey has learned with great 
indignation and horror the mas- 
sacre of hundreds of innocent civ- 
ilians at Palestinian refugee camps 
in Beirut. This tragic event has 
occured in west Beirut occupied 
by Israel against the commitments 
it made. Therefore, Israel cannot 
avoid responsibility and guilt for 
these events." 

The statement called for the 
immediate withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from west Beirut, and said 
Turkey is “following with deep 
concern the recent events which 
threaten peace, stability and sec- 
urity in the Middle East.” 


Amin Gemayel elected president 


BEIRUT (R) — By an ove- 
rwhelming majority. Lebanon’s 
parliament Tuesday elected mod- 
erate Christian rightist Amin 
Gemayel as president to succeed 
his younger brother Bashir, ass- 
assinated last week. 

Out of 80 members of par- 
liament who met in a heavily- 
guarded military college east of 
Beirut, 77 voted for Mr. Gemayel 
and three spoiled their ballot pap- 
ers. 

Amin Gemayers election bec- 
ame a foregone conclusion when 
his main rival, ex-President Cam- 
ille Chamoun. withdrew from the 


contest Monday. Another can- 
didate, self-exiled independent - 
Raymond Edde. received no 
votes. 

Mr. Gemayel, 39, is to take over 
in Two days' time when President 
Elias Sarkis steps down 

The vote, exactly a week after a 
bomb ’set by unknown assailants 
killed Bashir Gemayel, took place 
amid tension caused by massacres 
last week of Palestinians by rig- 
htist militiamen. 

But, in a show of unity, Sunnite 
and Shi'ite Muslim par-' 
liamentarians joined Christians in 
voting for Mr. Gemayel.

Arafat says 

3.200 killed 
in Beirut 

JEDDAH (R) — More than 

3.200 people were killed in mas- 
sacres in Palestinian refugee 
camps and two hospitals in west 
Beinit last week, Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) lea- 
der Yasser Arafat said Monday 
night. 

Bui Mr. ArafaL who is in Saudi 
Arabia for his first visit to the kin- 
gdom since Israeli forces invaded 
Lebanon last June, said the exact 
figure would never be known bec- 
ause Israeli bulldozers had buried 
some dead under debris. 

Mr. Arafat told Saudi Tel- 
evision and the Saudi Press Age- 
ncy that Israeli troops surrounded 
Shatila and Sabra refugee camps 
and sent in commandos with gui- 
des from the Lebanese rightist 
army of Maj. Saad Haddad to 
commit the massacre. 

Mr. Arafat said about 1.800 
people had been killed in the two 
camps and 1,097 in Gaza Hospital 
and about 400 at Acre Hospital.

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Israel accepts return 
of peace force to Beirut 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israel Tuesday accepted the 
return of a multi-national peace 
force to Beirut following the mas- 
sacre of Palestinian refugees at 
two camps in the city. 

But the government made no 
immediate commitment on dem- 
ands at home for a commission to 
be formed to investigate alleged 
Israeli complicity in the mass kil- 


lings. attributed to right-wing 
Lebanese militiamen. 

Arab anger at the massacre spa- 
rked violent demonstrations in 
northern Israel and in the occ- 
upied territories and opposition 
parties called for a mass protest 
rally to be staged next weekend. 

Agreement to the multi- 
national force came at a cabinet 
meeting in occupied Jerusalem.

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Housing projects to replace slums

AMMAN' — No resident of 
Amman will have failed to notice 
the several slum areas, whose mud 
and metal-sheet hovels house 
some 50.000 of the city's poorest 
residents. These insanitaiy, over- 
crowded shanty districts mar sev- 
eral valleys and mountains in the 
southern and eastern parts of the 
capital, presenting a sharp con- 
trast to Amman’s elegant western 
residential areas and commercial 
blocks. 

Jordan’s successive economic 
and social development plans 
have been placing more emphasis 
to bousing projects for lower 
income bracket groups. The cur- 
rent 1981-1985 development plan 
envisages a total expenditure of 
JD 290,225,000 on housing by all 
sectors throughout Jordan during 
the plan period. However, even 
when the JD 167.141,000 to be 
spent by the private sector is 
excluded and the remaining Hous- 
ing Bank and government sub- 
sidies to be used for low-income 
housing are considered, one real- 
ises that the poorest of the poor 
living in Amman’ s slum areas wDI 
not benefit much from such sub- 
sidised housing projects without 
further assistance. With this in 
mind, the government established 
a special department to help 
upgrade services and the quality of 
dwellings in several slum areas 
whose inhabitants axe too desti- 
tute to benefit from relatively 
low-cost housing projects. 

The Urban Development 
Department (UDD), a division of 
the Amm an Municipality, was 
established in 1980 with the 
specific aim of upgrading five slum 
areas in Amman ; Jofeh, Wadi 
Haddad eh, Nuzha, Wadi Umm A1 
Rimam and East Wifadat. The 
people inhabiting these slums are 


all squartters, and as a result, they 
have not been provided with the 
basic municipal services such as 
electricity, proper plumbing and 
water supply networks. These 
areas do not have asphalted roads 
and footpaths. Instead, winding, 
narrow dirt tracks run betweenihe 
huts and hovels creating dust in 
the summer and mud in the 
winter. Too narrow to allow 
pumping trucks to reach many 
parts of these shanty districts, 
these dirt tracks are often turned 
into muddy streamlets of waste 
water, since releasing waste from 
overflowing cesspools is the only 
way of emptying them. 

The UDD has launched an 
entire community development 
programme in these five areas to 
enable the squatters to eventually 
own the land on which then- 
houses are built, provide them 
with necessary water, sewage and 
electricity services and help them 
improve the quality of their dwel- 
lings. 

East WEbdat 

The worst-off of these slum 
areas is in East Wifadat, where the 
UDD will begin actual work hi 
October. Her Majesty Queen 
Noor paid an inspection visit to 
this shanty district on Thursday 
afternoon to asses the situation 
and gain first-hand knowledge of 
the UDD's activities so for. 

The UDD began surveying the 
area two years ago household by 
household. Based on this survey. 
East Wihdat was earmarked as the 
worst slum in Amman hence 
requiring immediate attention. 
The slum covers, an area of eight 
hectares and bouses 2,748 people, 
who make up 385 households, 
with an average of 7.1 4 persons to 
a household. They are mostly 
Palestinian refugees who came to 
Amman in 1948 and 1967. After 


the Wihdat refugee camp became 
included within the municipal 
boundaries of Amman and its 
residents became beneficiaries of 
the electricity, water and sewage 
services offered by the capital's 
municipal authorities as well as 
the* educational and vocational 
services offered by the United 
Nation's Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestinian Refugees 
(UNRWA), these squatters came 
to live on the fringes of Wihdat in 
the hope that they too would even- 
tually be included in the municipal 
boundaries and receive the same 
services. But this did not happen, 
and some- of them have been 
squatting there for over 20 years 
now. 

Until the UDD stepped in, 
these squatters were living under 
the constant threat of eviction by 
the owners of the lands on which 
they were squatting. Some owners 
used to turn a blind eye to their 
uninvited tenants. Others used to 
try and take legal action every now 
and then, but were outbid by the 
squatters, who managed to stay on 
through petitions pleading 
destitution. Although none of the 
residents of East Wihdat actually 
own the lands on which their ram- 
shackle dwellings stand, 90 per 
cent of them actually own these 
dwellings in the sense that they 
built them at their own expense. A 
further 9.5 per cen- live rent free, 
while 0.5 per ce it actually pay 
rent to other squatters. 

Perhaps the term “dwelling” 
when applied to the homes of 
these squarter-. is misleading to 
anyone who has not actually seen 
them. No less than 64.3 per cent of 
these “dwellings” have zinco 
metal sheets for walls. The 
remaining 33.4 per cent of houses 
have cement or concrete walls, 
while 2.4 per cent of houses have 
mud walls. The roofs of these 
houses are something that has to

be seen to be believed. 97.4 per 
cent of households have metal 
zinco sheets above their heads. 
Ropes with heavy weights or 
stones are tied to these sheets to 
weight them down and keep the 
zinco roofs in place. Not sur- 
prisingly, most of these houses 
leak badly in winter, and rheuma- 
tic diseases are rife amongst the 
population. No more than 1.6 per 
cent of houses have tiled floors, 
while 95.5 per cent have concrete 
floors and 2.9 per cent of houses 
have earth floors. 

Most families {46.5 per cent) 
have only one room to live, in 
often crowding over ten people 
into an average area of 12 square 
metres. 

Kitchen and bathroom facilities 
are. not always exclusively avail- 
able to one household, and two or 
more households living on the 
same plot of land may share these 
facilities. As many as 33.1 families 
have no separate kitchen facilities. 
The only type of latrines available 
is the pit latrine, and even so. it is 
not to be found in every house- 
hold, although each plot has at 
least one, allowing for sharing. 

Given this arrangement plus the 
absence of proper sewage and 
plumbing plus the foot that drink- 
ing water is often stored in open 
tanks; it is not surprising that a 
complete health survey carried 
out by the UDD on the children of 
East Wihdat revealed the high 
incidence of a variety of gastro- 
enteric diseases. 

The UDD gave out medications 
and health advice to the families of 
children who were found to have 
such diseases. 

A look at the incomes of wage 
earners in East Wihdat is enough 
to show that unassisted, the squat- 
ters will never be able to improve 
their living conditions. Only 12.1 
per cent of wage earners in Wihdat 
earn something over JD 100 a 
month. Most wage earners (57.4 
per cent) earn a monthly income 
ranging between JD 50 and JD 
100, while 19.3 per cent of wage 
earners make less than JD 50 a 
month. 

An ambitions plan 

The UDD has therefore taken 
upon itself an ambitious plan 
which has the twofold purpose of 
installing -sanitary services, elec- 
tricity and roads and footpaths in 
East Wihdat and the other four 
above mentioned slum area on the 
one hand, and handing over own- 
ership of lands on which dwellings 
are erected to squatters on the 
other hand. The premise is that 
once the squatters are made to feel 
secure enough against the threat 
of eviction, they wiD become more 
motivated to actively take part in 
upgrading their dwellings. 

Following the initial survey car- 
ried out by the UDD, a file on 
each household in East Wihdat 
was compiled. Consultant 
engineers and architects divided 
the entire district into plots rang- 
ing between 50 and 100 square 
metres and prepared a design 
according to which roads and 
footpaths would be installed along 


with other basic municipal ser- 
vices. 

The UDD then went about 
acquiring the lands on which the 
huts of East Wihdat are built. 
Lands were expropriated from 
their owners and compensation 
was offered to them, costing the 
UDD something in the 
neighbourhood of JD 632.000. 

Tenders for the construction of 
roads and basic services have 
already been floated, and work 
will begin in October. All these 
services will be installed under 
government subsidies, but this 
does not amount to a free hand out 
to the beneficiaries, who will ulti- 
mately be. expected to cover 95 
per cent of the costs involved. The 
price of each beneficiary's land 
plus his share of the expense 
incurred in installing vital services 
and building roads [calculated on 
a pro rata basis.) will be payable to 
UDD over a maximum period of 
20 years at an interest rare of S.5 
per cent. UDD officials told the 
Jordan Times that construction 
work at Wihdat alone for the pur- 
pose of installing services and 
building roads will cost JD 
805.000. They envisage that by 
the end of 1 9S4. East Wihdat will 
have a water supply network, elec- 
tricity, proper sew age and plumb- 
ing facilities and roads and foot- 
paths. 

The response of East Wihdat 
residents has been extremely 
eager and positive, according to 
UDD social worker Da'd Azar. 

Beneficiaries wishing to 
upgrade their homes will be 
allowed to take out long-term 
loans from the Housing Bank after 
filling out specific forms giving 
precise information on the alt- 
eration for which the loan is 
intended. Extension of the loan is 
subject to approval of UDD 
architects and engineers to the alt- 
eration requested, whether it be 
the addition of a room or the 
improvement of already existing 
facilities. Such control is necessary 
to ensure that the loans are not 
used to simply perpetuate the 
slum situation. UDD has seven 
full-time engineers and architects 
on its staff. 

This same partem will be repe- 
ated in other slum areas being 
helped by the UDD. As a matter 
of fact, work already began at the 
Jofeh site this month. 

The UDD realises that its 
beneficiaries need financial sup- 
port if they are to persevere in 
loan repayments and in upgrading 
their homes. It will therefore con- 
struct schools, clinics and other 
facilities in most of the slum areas 
being developed. This will not be 
necessary in the East Wihdat area, 
because residents are already 
making use of educational and 
health facilities in adjacent 
neighbourhoods. But a com- 
munity centre will be built and run 
in cooperation with the Ministry 
of Social Development. A 
women’s vocational training 
centre will also be established in a 
bid to raise family income by 
enabling women to acquire pro- 
fessional skills and hence become 
earners as welL A mosque and

shops will also be built 

The UDD's community 
development staff of 12 pay reg- 
ular visits to East Wihdat and 
they have opened a permanent 
counselling office to afford 
immediate and first hand advice ro 
inquiring citizens. 

Model houses 

During her visit to East Wihdat 
Queen Noor inspected two 
demonstration units built by the 
UDD as an example of what dwel- 
lings at East Wihdat and other 
sites undergoing development will 
look like after being upgraded. 
The first model illustrates a toilet 
and adjoining room on a plot hav- 
ing a minimum area of 100 square 
metres. This is considered as a first 
stage to be attained by 
bcneficiarics upgrading their 
dwellings after having installed 
proper sanitary toilet facilities. A 
second demonstration model 
shows how the original toilet one- 
room dwelling can be upgraded 
through the gradual addition of 
three or four rooms into two- 
storey houses. 

The models also serve as an 
example of designs that were initi- 
ated as early as 1978 by the 
National Planning Council (NPC) 
and followed up by the UDD in 
conjunction with British con- 
sultants for use in the construction 
of 5,000 new dwellings at three 
empty sites: Marka, Ruseifah and 
Quweismeh. As in the slum sites 
being upgraded, these new sites 
will be divided into plots having a 
minimum area of 100 square 
metres. The UDD will either give 
these lots vacant to beneficiaries 
who will construct their own 
toilets and surrounding rooms in 
accordance with specified UDD 
designs, or the UDD will install 
toilet facilities and plumbing plus 
an adjacent room or two, and 
hand over these dwellings to 
beneficiaries, who will later be 
expected to add to them, also 
under UDD supervision at their 
own expense through loans 


arranged by the UDD. 
Beneficiaries wUl pay the cost of 
the land and construction costs on 
a loan basis over a maximum 
period of 20 years at 8.5 per cent 
interest rates. Loan instalments 
wfll not exceed 25 per cent of the 
income of beneficiaries. Pathw- 
ays. roads, shops, schools and 
water and electricity facilities will 
also be installed at these new sites, 
and costs incurred will also be 
worked into the loans to be repaid 
by beneficiaries on a pro rata 
basis. 

The preiiminery and final 
designs of these new sites were 
approved by a joint official Jor- 
danian committee and experts of 
the World Bank, which is pro- 
viding a substantia! loan to finance 
the projects. 

In 1980. the cabinet approved 
these designs and the loan 
agreement with the World Bunk. 

However, when the detailed 
designs of the project were made 
available to top officials at cabinet 
level in June 1982 several objec- 
tions to these designs surfaced. 

Main objections 

The two main objections are 
that the minimum area allocated 
to each dwelling is TOO square 
metres. Those who are objecting 
claim that this is too small an area 
and are requesting that it be 
increased. The UDD has as a mat- 
ter of fact increased the width of 
pathways that wfll run between 
dwellings from two metres to four 
metres, but demands are still 
being made that these pathways 
be increased to a width of six 
metres. 

A seven member official com- 
mittee comprising three cabinet 
members and several other offi- 
cials was formed last July to 
review the designs of these three 
new. sites and study the viability of 
the changes being demanded. 

UDD officials fear that such- 
changes will increase the costs of 
the projects to an extern that will 
make them out of the financial 


reach of the target beneficiaries. 
They point out that these projects 
are designed to provide for the 
increasing needs of very few* 
income groups whose monthly 
income ranges between JD 40 and 
JD 100. Another 17-34 percent . 
of potential beneficiaries have 
monthly incomes of less than JD 
40. 

In this context, UDD officials 
recall with some consternation the - 
example of the Jordan Valley 
Authority (JVA) housing project - 
in the Jordan Valley. The project's 
2,300 houses were originally tmijt 
to provide housing for low and 
limited -income groups m the Jcfe. 
dan Valley. 

Upon completion of the pro- 
ject, few Jordan Valley res ideate 
applied immediately to acquire 
these bouses, in part because' 
many of them felt that they would 
be unable to meet the monthly- 
loan instalments since their 
incomes were dependent oil sea- 
sonal crop gathering. The JVA, 
which had taken out several loans 
to complete the project, decided 
after one year to begin selling 
these houses to non-volley resid- 
ents in order to begin repayment 
of its loans. About 20 per cent of 
the houses were sold to non-valley 
residents before the original target 
group began to realise that their 
opportunity for acquiring reason- 
able housing was slipping by. and 
they began to apply for houses en 
masse. 

UDD officials fear that their 
experience with their beneficiaries 
may even be worse than this if the 
housing which they provide turns 
out to be out of the financial reach 
of the destitute for whom these 
houses will be built. 

The UDD is financed by the 
government, the Housing Bank 
and the World Bank. The tort! 
cost of its projects is estimated at 
JD 1 7 million. The Jordanian gov- 
ernment has provided JD 3.5 mil- 
lion, the Housing Bank furnished 
a JD 7.3 million loan while the 
World Bank is providing a JD 62 
million loan. I.

5 Queen’s Fellows take part 
in exchange programme

AMMAN — Five Jordanian pro- 
fessionals have been designated 
by the Royal Endowment for Cul- 
ture and Education (RECE), cha- 
ired by Her Majesty Queen Noor, 
as Queen’s Fellows to be sent on a 
six-week exchange programme to 
the United States. 

The visits are being jointly fin- 
anced and organised by RECE 
and the American Eisenhower 
Exchange Fellowship Foundation. 

The programme provides an 
opportunity for mid-to high-level 
Jordanian managers to tour the 
United States and meet pro- 
fessional counterparts and visit 
scientific, academic, technical and 
private sector institutions in their 
fields of specialisation. 

The exchange programme, 
which in previous years was adm- 
inistered by the Eisenhower Exc- 
hange Fellowship, was jointly 
undertaken with RECE for the 
first time in October 1981 . 

Six participants in the fields of 
agriculture, nursing, education, 
thermal power generation, mun- 
icipal administration and youth 
programmes visited the United 
States in 1981 for a four to six 
week period. 

This year's five participants 
were chosen out of 30 applicant, 
16 of whom were interviewed by a

She told the 
Jordan Times that she anticipated 
visiting several forensic medicine 
laboratories and policewomen ins- 
titutions during her stay in Ame- 
rica. She expects this provide her 
with new ideas and insights into 
her work. 

Another Queen's feElcrw who 
will be leaving for America on 
Oct. 9 is Dr. Nureddin Taqieddin, 
assistant deputy director general 
for finance at the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation. His pro- 
gramme will take him to several 
American states including Was- 
hington D.C., Philadelphia. Ohio 
and California among others. 

He will visit several institutions 
involved in agricultural pro- 
duction and marketing and will be 
exploring new horizons in agr- 
icultural financing, development 
and policy-making. He also feels 
that his visit wOl enable his hosts to 
benefit by learning more about 
agriculture in Jordan. Such an 
exchange of knowledge will bring 
mutual benefit to Jordanian par- 
ticipants in the exchange pro- 
gramme as well as to the Ame- 
rican counterparts with whom 
they meet, he feels. 

A third Queen's fellow this year 
is Mr. Mousa Axafeb, director 
general of the Jordan Cooperative 
Organisation. 

The medical field’s participant 
this year is Dr. Ibrahim Khalidi. 
director of the Khalidi Hospital 
and a consultant obstetrician and 
gynaecologist. 

The fifth Queen's fellow par- 
ticipating in this year's exchange 
programme is Dr. Abdul Fattah 
Abu Hassan, production manager 
at the Jordan Phosphate Mines 
Company. 

After being selected by RECE. 
fellows received tentative ind- 
ividual programmes outlining ins- 
titutions of interest to each ind- 
ividual and schedules to visit 
them. Participants were also asked 
to comment on their programmes 
and ask for any alterations or add- 
itions that might be com- 
mensurate with their respective 
areas of special professional int- 


erest. 

The costs that will be incurred 
by sending each of the five par- 
ticipants is something in the nei- 
ghbourhood of 55.000. 

A previous Queen’s fellow, who 
participated in the 1981 exchange 
programme, is Mr. Naser Sa'doun. 
He is a mechanical engineer and 
manager of projects at the Jordan 
Electricity Authority. In his cap- 
acity as a previous participant, be 
was one of those to take part in 
selecting this year’s participants. 
He told the Jordan Times that he 
had benefited greatly by visiting 
power plants, both electrical and 
solar during his visit to the U.S. 
last year. 

He expressed the opinion that 
such trips are not only beneficial in 
that they provide one with contact 
with highly qualified professional 
contacts, who continue to supply 
participants with useful inf- 
ormation and new developments 
for years to come, but also because 
they allow participants to take a 
first-hand look at discoveries and 
new technical developments 
which are so recent that they have 
not yet been published. 

He also felt that American 
manufacturers had been int- 
erested in learning from him in 
order to make their products 
better-suited to the Jordanian 
market. 

“Such visits by Jordanian pro- 
fessionals are also highly imp- 
ortant in helping to spread awa- 
reness amongst the American 
public regarding the Arab cause,” 
he said. 

His own experience had been 
that the Americans with whom he 
had come into contact had been 
uniformed on the Middle East, but 
interested and receptive to lea- 
rning more about Arabs and their 
cause, particularly when app- 
roached in a broad-minded fas- 
hion, he said. 

The Queen, who met with this 
year's participants, reminded 
them that their visit to the U.S. is 
taking place at a very critical 
moment in Arab history, par- 
ticularly since it comes in the wake 
of the barbaric massacre per- 
petrated against Palestinian ref- 
ugees in Lebanon by Israel and its 
allies. She called on them to be 
“good ambassadors of Jordan’* 
and to represent the Arab point of 
view to their American hosts. 


Crown Prince presides 
over RSS meeting 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
presided -over at the mechanical 
engineering department of the 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS) on 
Tuesday the first meeting of the 
consultative bodies of the RSS 
departments. 

At the beginning of the mee- 
ting, Prince Hassan made a speech 
containing the major points which 
will be discussed in the meeting. 
The points were focused on the 
main tasks of the RSS and the link 
between the research and services 
of these departments with the 
goals of the Jordanian and Arab 
society. 

Prince Hassan said the RSS res- 
earch plans, studies, services and 
working programmes depended 
mainly on the initiative of the res- 
earchers and the semi-planned 
contact through the various mee- 
tings and seminars. This pattern of 
work has not fulfilled the asp- 
irations of the youth and the RSS 
management. Therefore, the com- 
ing stage requires complete int- 


eraction between the various Jor- 
danian sectors and the RSS dep- 
artments through the consultative 
bodies and regular meetings held 
with the aim of getting acquainted 
with the problems of our com- 
munity in general, evaluating 
these problems and finding the 
proper solutions for them. 

Prince Hassan proposed the 
holding of two regular meetings 
every year for these bodies, one at 
the end of the year and the other in 
the middle of the year. The aim of 
the first meeting should be to ass- 
ess the activities of the year before 
and the achievements acc- 
omplished. while the aim of the 
second meeting should be to rev- 
iew and rectify the programmes 
and make them as flexible as pos- 
sible in order to implement them 
in full. 

Prince Hassan urged the con- 
sultative bodies to participate in 
developing the sources of fin- 
ancing research and scientific pro- 
jects. He pointed out that fin- 
ancing scientific research in the 


Arab countries is still below cfye 
level of fulfilling the urgent needs 
of research. He said these cou- 
ntries still lack legislation to imp- 
ose foes to finance scientific res- 
earch in these countries. 

At the end of the meeting. Pri- 
nce Hassan expressed his wish that 
the efforts of the elite Jordanians 
participating in the meeting would 
succeed in achieving the goals they 
aspire to. 

An open dialogue then took 
place on the tasks of these bodies 
and their role in the next phase. 
The consultative bodies called for 
coordination among the scientific 
research institutes and for further 

linkage between RSS activities 
and the requirements of tfac Jor- 
danian and Arab communities us 
well as the utilisation of the RSS 
technical departments in helping 
tackle the problems of our com- 
munity in a scientific and pra- 
ctically advanced way. 

The participants also agreed to 
bold periodic meetings with the 
heads of the RSS departments 


Local company to drill 24 wells in Ma’an 


AMMAN (Petra) — A local com- 
pany will drill several artesian 
welis south east of Ma'an in sou- 
thern Jordan for the purpose of 
assessing the quantity of und- 
erground water in the region, acc- 
ording to an agreement signed 
here Monday. 

Under the agreement signed 
with the Natural Resources Aut- 
hority (NRA) the company will 
drill 12 wells at a depth of 200 
metres each, six mothers at a 
depth of 550 metres and six more 


at a depth of 500 metres. 

The agreement provides for the 
project to be completed in 10 
months at the cost of JD 750.000. 
The water is needed for the pho- 
sphates mines schemes in the reg- 
ion of Shidieh where deposits are 
estimated at 1000 million tonnes 
of phosphates, according to Dr. 
Abdul Aziz Wish ah, director of 
the NRA water studies dep- 
artment 

He said that Jordan has plans 
for extracting phosphates in the 


Shidieh area at the annual rate of 
half a million tonnes starting in 
1986, and this will increase to 
become 10 million tonnes by the 
year 2000. 

Water, he added is the most ess- 
ential element needed for the ext- 
raction of phosphates and NRA is 
striving to provide the required 
resources which should supply 
some 20 million cubic metres of 
water annually for the phosphates 
projects. 


RSS prepares new monograph in Arabic 


AMMAN (J.T.) —To HI the gap 
created by lack of well organised 
scientific books in Arabic, the sci- 
ence division of the Royal Sci- 
entific Society's (RSS) Education 
Department has recently pub- 
lished a monograph on the logic of 
special theory of relativity. 

Dr. Hlsham Ghasib, the author 
of the monograph told the Jordan 
Tunes that the study aims to meet 
the needs of the society which is 


suffering from a scarcity of proper 
scientific books in Arabic specially 
in the field of the theoiy of rel- 
ativity. 

“It also presents the subject 
matter of ihe theory in a precise 
manner unlike other Arabic books 
which dealt with it in a rather pop- 
ular and metaphysical approach,” 
Dr. Ghasib said. 

The monograph placed emp- 


hasis on the logic of the theory and 
presented it as a logical dev- 
elopment arising from con- 
tradictions of classical physics. 

According to Dr. Ghasib the 
monograph also stresses the 
cultural-philosophical aspects off 
the theory, and it will be of great 
benefit for university physics stu- 
dents, physicists and all educated 
persons interested in the cultural 
dimension of the theory.

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Deeds louder than words 


UNITED STATES President Ronald Rea- 
gan's announcement that the American- 
Italian- French multinational force would 
return to Beirut this week, upon the request 
of the Lebanese government and with the 
approval of the Israeli government, exposes 
as many contradictions as it solves immediate 
problems of security in the Lebanese capital. 
It is ironic indeed that the American president 
would announce this move, while it Is direct 
American support to Israel and indirect 
American support through Israel for rightist 
Lebanese militia that has given anti- 
Palestinian forces the freedom and equipment 
to kill the Palestinians whom Mr. Reagan now 
wants to protect. It is ironic that Mr. Reagan 
needs the permission of the occupying Israelis 
to send in a multinational force to protect the 
Palestinians from the excesses of the Israelis 
and their rightist Lebanese killer friends. 

It is ironic and hypocritical that Mr. Rea- 
gan “demands” Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon, but does not put any bite into his 
bark. Why is it that when the United States 
wants the Soviets out of Afghanistan, or the 
Polish military off the backs of the Polish 
people, it Is prepared to go to ail sorts of 
extremes by imposing anti-Soviet boycotts to 


an extent even that drives a wedge between 
the United States and its main allies in Wes- 
tern Europe? Bu, when it comes to dem- 
anding an Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon, 
Mr. Reagan resorts only to television spe- 
eches and mediagenic expressions of anger? 

The root cause of the killing in the Middle 
East throughout the second half of this cen- 
tury has been and remains the willingness of 
the West, and of the United States leadership 
in particular, to confer upon the people and 
army of Israel a special human status, a spe- 
cial moral code that is different from the sta- 
tus and codes of other human beings thr- 
oughout the world. The Israelis have a special 
reason for statehood, and they can exercise 
their statehood in special ways that are not 
allowed to other people and other states— tins 
is the crux of the Western attitude to Israel, 
and the underlying reason for death and atr- 
ocities and conflict in the Middle East. Mr. 
Reagan has not yet shown us convincingly 
that he is prepared to deal with Israel as a 
normal country on par with other countries. 
Until he does, he will remain, as all his pre- 
decessors were, an accomplice in and fin- 
ancier of racism and death, a man whose 
deeds speak louder than his words. 


JORDAN’S ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: The Jordanian-Palestinian family is strong 


Expressing the sorrows and concerns of the 
Jordanian- Palestinian family. His Majesty the 
King addressed Monday representatives of pub- 
lic and official groups and establishments in Jor- 
cfc Tie King reiterated Jordan's firm stand aga- 
ins, Israeli aggressions and called for continued 
struggle to restore Arab rights, regardless of the 
pains inflicted by the enemy's brutality and his 
criminal acts. 

The joint sufferings of the Jordanian- 
Palestinian family, the King said, had acc- 
omplished the greatest embodiment of Arab yea- 
rnings for unity, since the Great Arab Revolt. 

Such sufferings will constantly give us the 
strength for facing new dangers and assess their 
scope, to defy all aspects of despair and anguish of 
defeat— a thing which the enemy tries to spread 
and reinforce through his barbaric crimes on Arab 
soil, the King stressed. 

The Jordanian-Palestinian relationship is an 
internal concern, the King ephasised. and a com- 


mencement of a dialogue be tween. Jordan and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation ( PLO ). the sole 
representative of the Palestinian people, has bec- 
ome imperative. The future relationship reg- 
arding their unity is theirs to discuss. 

The form and content of such a relationship 
should express the will of the people. A ref- 
erendum will only facilitate the formulation of a 
solid platform for future ties. 

The King called for a concentrated Arab effort 
in the American arena, substantiating decisions 
made at the Fez summit, and solidifying the pos- 
itive aspects the Reagan initiative introduced. 

The massacre has moved the world* s emotions, 
the King said, and Israel is facing wide-scale iso- 
lation and condemnation. To move effectively is 
possible; but the solidification of Arab might is 
important. We are positive, the King emphasised, 
that Jordanian-Palestinian joint effort will con- 
tribute a lot to attaining such an honourable goal. 


A l Dustour: Solid support for principled attitudes 


His Majesty the King met Monday with rep- 
resentatives of the Jordanian family, and gave a 
comprehensive and elaborate account and ana- 
lysis of the national. Arab and international sit- 
uation. 

Jordan, the King said, has consistently hon- 
oured its pan-Arab commitments and assumed its 
responsibilities. The eminent dangers and bar- 
baric assaults against our nation, the Palestinian 
side of it in particular, have invariably solidified 
our principled altitudes and reinforced our sta- 
nding convictions of the irreversability of 
Jordanian-Palestinian fraternity and unity. 

The special ties between the two sides of our 
people have tightened and outlived hard times, 
aggressions and dangers. The unity of our family 


now needs new steps to be made. 

Effective efforts to coordinate Jordan's and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation's (PLO) app- 
roach to future relations between our people has 
become necessary. The PLO departed from Bei- 
rut not only stronger, but also more capable and 
free-handed to reach sound and historic decisions, 
the King emphasised. 

Israel's plans and the civil administration con- 
spiracy are to be faced: and it is for Jordan and the 
PLO. the sole representative of the Palestinian 
people, in the first place, to confront the dangers. 

Israel is getting isolated in the world, and with 
full adherence to the Fez summit decisions, a coo- 
rdinated Jordanian-Palestinian effort will be of 
great importance to launch a peace offensive.

THE 'PROMOTION of pro- 
ductivity is one of the main 
goals we should set our sights 
at. since productivity is of par- 
amount importance in bringing 
about development and pro- 
gress no matter w hat material 
resources are pumped into the 
society.

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Brezhnev: 6 Principles adopted by Arab summit are not at variance with 
what the Soviet Union has been struggling for many years’ 

Last week, Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev delivered a speech at the 
Kremlin in honour of South Yemeni 
President Ali Nasser Mohammad who 
was in Moscow on an official visit. Fol- 
lowing are major excerpts from the 
speech which contained new Soviet 
proposals for Middle East peace: 


The Israeli aggressor has ulti- 
mately revealed its predatory 
nature to the whole world. Never 
before has the aggressor acted SO 
cynically, flouting the integrity of 
a sovereign country, staging 
methodically mass killings of 
Palestinians and Lebanese, vio- 
lating brazenly the generally rec- 
ognised norms of international 
law, the decisions of the United 
Nations Security Council. 

The essence of the U.S. policy in 
the Middle East was clearly 
exposed during the bloody war. 
The United States, far from trying 
to contain the Israeli aggression, 
actually sacrificed Lebanon to 
Israel. As a result the Israelis 
occupied a considerable part of 
Lebanon, annihilating tens of 
thousands of people, making hun- 
dreds of thousands of peaceful 
citizens homeless. 

And over the whole of that 


time. Washington, which is so 
fond of all sorts of “sanctions'’ 
‘■punishments’’, has not uttered a 
single word of condemnation of 
the aggressor, and, certainly, has 
made no mention of real steps to 
put a stop to its actions. 

It is too early yet to draw the 
line under the tragedy in Lebanon. 
But a conclusion can be made con- 
fidently already today: as a result 
of the courage and staunchness 
displayed by ■ the Palestinians. 
Lebanese and Syrians at the walls 
of Beirut and in the mountains of 
Lebanon, Israel and its American 
backers have suffered a heavy 
political and moral defeat. 

They have failed to cancel the 
Palestinian issue and remove it 
from the order of the day either by 
fire or sword, on the contrary the 
heroism displayed in fighting by 
the Palestinians, who were many 
times outnumbered by their 


enemy, has immeasurably 
enhanced the prestige of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
and increased its political weight. 

Presently Washington is in a 
hurry to consign the bloody 
tragedy to oblivion, is pretending 
to be trying to find a settlement of 
the Middle East problem. But the 
proposals of the USA are basically 
vicious. They deny the Pales- 
tinians the right to self- 
determination and creation of 
their own state, and reduce the 
whole of “settlement” to promises 
of an “administrative autonomy” 
for the Palestinians under Israels 
full control. They do not contain a 
single word about the sole legiti- 
mate representative of the Arab 
people of Palestine — PLO. 

It must be said, for that matter, 
that in opposing the creation by 
the Palestinians of their own state, 
the Washington administration is 
thus also calling in question the 
legal basis of Israels existence. As 
the decision adopted by the U.N. 
in 1947 provided for the creation 
on the former mandated territory 
of Palestine of two soverign states 
— an Arab state and a Jewish one. 
Nobody has cancelled that deci- 
sion and has no, repeat, no right to 
do so. It would be rash to think 
that this decision can be 
implemented only in its part con- 
cerning the creation of a Jewish 
state, and infinitely disregarded in 
the part concerning the creation of 


an Arab Palestinian state. 

If one is to talk seriously about 
some progress towards a Middle 
East settlement it is now neces- 
sary. in the First place, to make the 
aggressor withdraw from Leba- 
non, renounce brigand actions and 
put an end to provocations against 
Syria. We would advise Israel to 
come its senses and stop playing 
with fire. The patience of the 
world community is not, repeat, 
not infinite. 

As we are profoundly con- 
vinced, a just and lasting peace in 
the Middle East can and must be 
based on the following principles 
according both to the general 
norms of international law and the 
General Assembly pertaining to 
that problem. 

Principles for peace 

In the first place, the principle 
of inadmissibilly of seizure of fore- 
ign lands through aggression 
should be strictly observed. And 
this means that ail territories 
occupied by Israel since 1967 - 
the Golan Heights, the West Bank 
of the Jordan River and Gaza Sec- 
tor, the Lebanese lands — must be 
returned to the Arabs. The bor- 
ders between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours must be declared 
inviolable. 

Second, the inalienable right of 
the Arab people of Palestine to 
self-determination, to the creation 


of their own independent Male on 
the Palestinian lands, which will 
•be freed from the Israeli occu- 
pation — on the West Bank of the 
Jordan River and in Gaza Sector 
— must be ensured in practice. 
The Palestinian refugees must be

granted the possiblity envisaged 
by the U.N. decisions to return to 
their homes or get appropriate 
compensation for the property left 
by them. 

Third, the eastern part of 
Jerusalem, which was occupied by 
Israel in 1967 and where one of 
the main Muslim holy shrines is 


situated, must be returned to the 
Arabs and become an inseprablc 
part of the Palestinian state. Free 
access of belivers to the holy 
shrines of the three religions must 
be ensured in the whole of 
Jerusalem. 

Fourth, the right of all states of 
the area must be ensured to safe 
and independent existence and 
development, of course, with the 
observance of full reciprocity, as it 
is impossible to ensure the security 
of some people, while flouting the 
security of others. 

Fifth, an end must be put to the 
state of war. and peace must be 
established between the Arab 
states and Israel. And this means, 
that all sides in the conflict, includ- 
ing Israel and the Palestinian 
state, must commit themselves to 
mutually respect each others 
sovereignty, independence and 
territorial integrity, and resoolve 
cropping up disputes through 
peaceful means, through talks. 

Sixth, international gruarantees 
of settlement must be drawn up 
and adopted, the role of guaran- 
tors could be assumed, let us say, 
by the permanent members of the 
U.N. Security Council or by the 
U.N. Security Council as a whole. 

Such a comprehensive, truly 
just and really lasting settlement 
can be drawn up and implemented 
only through collective efforts 
with the participation of all sides 
concerned, including, certainly. 


PLO — the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Arab people of 
Palestine. 

This is precisely the way of 
settlement implied in our proposal 
to convene an international con- 
ference on the Middle East, which 
has gained broad support, includ- 
ing from Democratic Yemen. 

I would like to stress that in the 
present situation the unity of the 
Arab states in the struggle against 
the Israeli aggressors is important 
as never becore. The Arabs need 
this unity like air, like water. And 
the stronger and more reliable this 
unity is. the sooner the imperialist 
intrigues in the Middle East are 
foiled. 

An Arab summit meeting 
closed the other day. The statem- 
ent issued on the results of its work 
has reflected the well-founded 
alarm and concern about the 
Israeli aggression in Lebanon and 

the continuing occupation of Arab 

lands by it. We positively assess 
the principles for the settlement of 
the Palestinian issue and of the 
Middle’ East settlement as a 
whole, which were adopted by the 
meeting. They are not at variance 
with what the Soviet Union has 
been struggling for many years 
now, and which has been once 
again expressed by me above in a 
condensed form.

Gemayel profile

BEIRUT. Lebanon — In an emo- 
tional eulogy list week Amin 
Gemayel gave the first indication 
he would he willing to take over 
tor his slain brother. Bashir 
Gemayel. 

The older Getnavel pledged the ■ 
work begun by his younger 
brother, killed in a bomb blast' 
shortly after being elected U*ha- 
non's president, would be con- 
tinued. 

A shrewd attorney and 
businessman. Gcmayei is a 
member of parliament rep- 
resenting the Christian Muronitcs 
in the C'hrisiiun -com rolled Mctn 
urea. He also is u member of the 
polithuro of the Falangc Party, 
which his father. Pierre, founded 
in 193b. 

Bashir Gcmayei had made 
many enemies as commander of 
the Christian rightist militias. But 
the older Gemayel is not the con- 
troversial character nor military 
man his brother was. 

While his brother was adored by 
the Christian masses. Amin 
Gemayel is an introvert and an 
academic. 

He is married and has two sons 
and a daughter. Those acquainted 
with him say he is a cultured man 
who likes to visit monasteries in 
his free time. He is also known to 
be an avid reader of Lebanese his- 
tory. He speaks excellent French 
and some English. 

Although eclipsed by his more 
charismatic brother since the 
1 975-76 civil war that established 
Bashir as the leader of east Beirut, 
Amin is not unpopular in the 
Christian areas. His por traits 
adorn buildings from the northern 
approaches to east Beirut to the 
central mountains further north... 
Like his brother and his father. 
Amin has survived two assas- 
sination attempts, both in 1980. 
He was slightly wounded in the 
cheek when a car bomb exploded 
as he was driving down from his 
ancestral village of Bikfaya where 
his brother is now buried. 

Flexible politician 


As a politician. Gcmayei Is con- 
sidered more flexible than his 
brother. He has maintained cor : 
dial relations with both the Syrians 
and the Palestinians, u line that 
will muke him more broadly 
acceptable as a presidential aspir- 
ant than hi* brother, who was bit- 
terly opposed to the presence of 
Syrians and Pic si in inns in Leba- 
non. 

“The onward march begun by 
Bashir Gemayel, under the gui- 
dance of Pierre Gemayel, and the 
Karaeh Party will continue no mat- 
ter what the difficulties and the 
conspiracies, because it is the right 
path of justice and love," Amin 
said in his eulogy. 

One of Amin's accom- 
plishments since he was elected 
deputy in 197’ has been to cun* 
tralise the municipality of the 
Metn area and improve public 
works. 

But his greatest venture wasthe 
construction of a sophisticated 
think tank and research centre' 
called "The House of the Future 

Completed in 1 9 SO. the six- 
storey structure stands on a hilltop, 
overlooking a former Palestinian 
refugee camp and houses a $5 mil-j 
lion computer system. < 

A one -million -dollar Hotl-1 
eywell computer has a research* 
staff of 40 and digests 10S pub- 
lications from Europe, the United , 
Stales and the Arab World. The j 
information is condensed into a.J 
publication ealled “Panorama.”’, 
with l .000 subscribers including | 
the Israeli Political Science 3 
Association. 

The Falangists also operate bus 
companies, two radio stations, two 
newspapers, a food cooperative 
and a security guard service. Amin 
is president xif a firm that links 
them all together.

'RAGUE — To jet to Prague’s 
democracy wall", just follow the 
sunt smears covering signs to the 
ohn Lennon memorial. 

. Neither ot these sites is listed in 
ny official guide to the Czechos- 
' >valc capital but they are appar- 
i ntly familiar to a wide circle of 
• eople interested in projec ting 
heir views and grievances to a 
. fkter public. 

Efforts by the . authorities to 
■aint over their graffiti, far from 
topping them, appear to have 
Irawn more attention to the wall 
- nd encouraged others to add 
heir thoughts. 


Democracy wall’ graffiti on the upsurge 


The curious history of the wall 
situated in a quiet street con- 
taining a number of foreign 
embassies near the Vltava River, 
began just after the shooting of the 
former Beatles star John Lennon 
in New York in December 1980. 

One day a memorial “plaque” 
bearing the inscription *’za (for) 

Johna Winston a Lennona” and 
the date of his birth and death, 
appeared on the wall drawn care- 
fully in chalk. 

Soon flowers and candles were 
left at the foot of the memorial 


and quotations from some of Len- 
non's songs, such as Long Live 
Love” and "Give Peace a 
Chance", appeared on the wall 
next to it. 

The flowers and candles would 
be removed by police, but were 
immediately replaced. 

At weekends groups of young 
people used to gather at the 
memorial to sing or play tapes of 
Lennon songs. Police kept an eye 
on these groups, but did not inter- 
vene. 

The authorities finally acted a 


few "months later. Overnight the 
four-metre high wall was covered 
from top to bottom with military 
green paint, blotting out every- 
thing on it. 

A few days later, the memorial 
and quotations were back on the 
wall. Once again it was painted 
over, but just as quickly restored 
in its originai form. 

Cat-and-mouse game 
While this cai-and- mouse game 


was going on. the graffiti was spr- 
eading onto other walls in the nei- 
ghbourhood. and its content was 
becoming more overtly political. 

Alongside calls for universal 
peace and love appeared such 
slogans 3S '•freedom” “we don't 
want communism,” “we are not 
free in Czechoslovakia.” “down 
whh censorship.” 1 

The international nuclear dis- 
armament symbol appeared in 
some places, and more sig- 
nificantly. a "swords- 


to-ploughsharcs” emblem used by 
the unofficial peace movement in 
East Germany which has close 
links to the Protestant Church. 

On the . first anniversary of 
Lennon's death. Dec. 8, several 
hundred mainly young people 
gathered at the wall to mark the 
occasion. Police had scaled off all 
streets leading to it. and took 
down details of identitv docum- 
ents. but did not otherwise inter- 
vene. 

However, after the declaration 
of martial law in Poland on Dec. 


13. the authorities decided to act 
again. The wall was covered with a 
huge wooden hoarding, which 
soon carried posters announcing 
forthcoming films, concerts and 
exhibitions. 

This does not. however, appear 
to have “silenced democracy 
wall*'. Many of the posiers have 
been scribbled on, and on other 
walls in the surrounding 
neighbourhood, over an area 
much larger than the original one. 
splashes of yellow, green and grey 
paint, some of them fresh, testify 


to the continued efforts of som .• 
people to have their sa> .’.mi

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American football players strike 


NEW YORK (R) — Professional 
American football playere, see- 
king a share of billions of dollars 
paid by U.S. networks to televise 
their games, were on strike Tue- 
sday for the first time in the sport’s 
63-year history. 

The strike affects some 1,400 
players from the 2S teams in the 
National Football League and 
comes just eight days after the 
start of the new four-month sen- 
son. 

The National Football League 


Players’ Association, the Players’ 
Union, called the walkout Mon- 
day after seven months of neg- 
otiations with the League's own- 
ers failed to produce agreement 
over a new contract. 

The players wanted a four-year 
contract giving them half the 
money which the three national 
television networks pay the team 
owners in return for permission to 
screen the games. 

ABC, CBS and NBC and the 
owners have signed a five-year 


contract, now in ns fust year, 
under which the networks are pay- 
ing S2.13 billion to screen the 
matches. 

Gene Upshaw, president of the 
Players’ Union, said in an int- 
erview Monday night: “We will 
remain on strike until the man- 
agement comes to bargain in good 
faith.” 

The lowest-paid American foo- 
tball players earn about $40,000 a 
season, while the highest-paid can 
make as much as 5600,000.

SEOUL (R) — Kim Tae-Shik of 
South Korea, former World Box- 
ing Association (WL1A) flyweight 
champion, has retired after und- 
ergoing surgery for a brain hae* 
morrhage, his handlers said Tue- 
sday. 

Kim was injured In a fight ear- 
lier this month against Roberto 
Ramiles of Mexico which he won 
on a controversial [Mints decision. 
He had an operation immediately 
after the fight and is still in hos- 
pital.

Rail strike snarls 
major U.S. cities 

CHICAGO (R) — The most extensive U.S. railway strike since 1971 
entered its third day Tuesday, snarling freight and passenger traffic 
and the economy as President Reagan urged Congress to intervene. 

Chicago, where over 100,000 commuters ride trains to work daily, 
was the hardest hit major city on the second day of the strike. 

In Washington, Congress scheduled a hearing for Tuesday -to 
debate the train drivers’ walkout after negotiations between the two 
sides collapsed and Mr, Reagan asked die lawmakers to approve 
special legislation to stop the strike. 

Transportation Secretary Drew Lewis said the strike by 26,000 
tram drivers unhappy about train crew pay differentials would soon 
cost the economy $80 million daily and add 4S0.000 people to 
already swollen unemployment rolls. 

Mr. Reagan was quoted by cabinet members as saying the U.S. 
could not afford the strike nor national defence risk it. 

During the 1971 walkout. President Richard Nixon resorted to 
emergency legislation to end the strike. 

Although some railways continued to move freight Monday, Gen- 
eral Motors, the nation’s biggest car maker, said car and truck pro- 
duction could be disrupted within 48 hours. 

Besides Chicago, Boston and some other cities also lost their 
commuter service. New York City escaped disruption because dri- 
vers on commuter lines there were unaffected by the dispute. 


EFTA foreign trade fails 

GENEVA (R) — Foreign trade fell sharply last year for the Eur- 
opean Free Trade Association (EFTA). the group of seven Eur- 
opean countries outside the Common Market, an EFTA annual 
report said Monday. 

Exports of $108.2 billion in 1981 were a drop of 6.8 percent from 
1980. the report said. Imports were down 11.6 per cent to SI 21 
billion. 

This reduced the area's overall trade deficit to SI 2.8 billion from 
S20.8 billion in 1980. 

The report said the rising dollar distorted the true nature of 
EFTA's trade in 1981. In volume its exports rose by nearly three per 
cent and imports fell by 1-5 per cent. 


Widespread strike 
expected in U.K. 

LONDON (R) — Print workers began a one-day strike at British 
newspapers Tuesday, halting production of Wednesday’s issues to 
back the pay claims of workers in the state-owned health service. 

The walkouts also blocked production of the Financial Times 
index, which records the rises and fails of the London stock exchange 
and is produced by the Financial Times newspaper. 

Widespread disruption of Britain’s industrial and commercial life 
is expected Wednesday as trade unionists demonstrate support for 
the 600.000 health service workers, whose pay negotiations with the 
government have been deadlocked for six months. 

The effects of the strike are likely to vary widely from industry to 
industry and union to union. 

The 11-mOHon member Trade Union Congress (TUC), central 
body of organised British labour, has called for walkouts of at least 
one hour. Some workers. like coal miners and printers, plan to extend 
the strike for up to 24 hours. 

Most walkouts will take place Wednesday. The printers aimed 
their strike to affect Wednesday's morning newspapers. Publishers 
said no national newspapers would be printed Tuesday night and 
union sources said the walkout had also begun in the provinces. 


Oil buyers press Nigeria 

LAGOS ( R) — Buyers are threatening a drop in oil purchases from 
Nigeria next month in an apparent war of nerves to get it to cut prices 
and possibly break the whole OPEC pricing structure, industry sou- 
rces here said Monday. 

Heavily- populated Nigeria badly needs revenue for major dev- 
elopment programmes and is seen by some oil companies as a weak 
link in the pricing structure of OPEC (the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries). 

The sources said some buyers were notifying Nigeria they would 
ship only the minimum volumes allowed tinder their contracts in 
October. That could mean output slumps to between 900,W)0 and 
one million barrels daily, compared with nearly 1.3 million this 
month. 


Inquiry reveals improper 
practices over Australian 
meat exports to M.E. 

CANBERRA (R) — Australia has been exporting meat to Middle 
East countries which has not been slaughtered and prepared in 
accordance with the strict Muslim, or halal. requirements of those 
countries, a meat industry inquiiy said Tuesday. 

The inquiry, led by Justice Woodward, was set up to investigate 
A ustralia's meat industry afterthe discovery that horse and kangaroo 
meat had been exported to the United States as prime beef.' 

Australia has built up a multi-million dollar trade through exp- 
orting halal meat to various Middle East nations whose religious 
beliefs require strict adherence to certain slaughtering methods. 

Preparation of halal meat for these markets has to be supervised by 
one of the several Muslim authorities in Australia which must issue 
the appropriate certificates before it can be shipped. 

But Justice Woodward said"there have been widespread abuses of 
the system by industry, considerable inefficiency on the pan of three 
major Muslim group claiming to ensure the religious nature of the 
slaughter and some corruption among Muslim slaughtermen." 

Meanwhile, Australians have for years been eating pies made of 
kangaroo and donkey meat intended for pets, the official commission 
into the meat industry reported Tuesday. 

It said that a number of meal inspectors, veterinary officers and 
policemen had been bribed with free or cheap meat to ensure they 
ignored improper practices over meat expons. 

But it also reported that the idea for making money on export meat 
came from a practice in recent years of including pet food in pies and 
small sausages. 

"It is clear that many Australians have been eating kangaroo, 
buffalo, horse and donkey without realising it," the report said. 

The report called for a change of attitude among meat export 
processors, tighter control by officials, and said pet meat should be 
dyed brilliant blue. 

Primary Industries (Agriculture) Minister Peter Nixon Monday 
offered to resign after the report said he had failed properly to 
investigate corruption reports. 

Mr. Nixon's offer was rejected by Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser 
but the issue has provided ammunition to the opposition Labour 
Party, which has been demanding the resignation of other ministers 
over alleged failure to stamp out mass tax evasion and a huge crime 
syndicate.

which they secretly controlled. 

Mr. Posgate, nicknamed Gol- 
dfinger by colleagues, ran the 
world's largest insurance syn- 
dicate and was one of Britain's 
highest-paid executives, with ear- 
nings estimated by industry sou- 
rces at £600.000 a year. 

His aggressive business style 
made him enemies in the ins- 
urance world, exemplified by a 


close vote last January when he 
stood successfully for election to 
the Lloyd's go verningtxunmittee. 

He told reporters Tuesday that 
he was being made a scapegoat in 
the affair. His wife said he planned 
to fight to defend his reputation 
against Alexander and Ale- 
xander's accusations. 

Alexander and Alexander is the 
world's second-biggest insurance 
broker. The firm said it discovered 


irregularities in the books of the 
Alexander Howden Group, a Bri- 
tish subsidiary it bought earlier 
this year for £155 million ($265 
million). 

The potential scandal has been 
emerging for several weeks. On 
atpi. 1 Alexander abd Ale- 
xander announced that it would be 
transferring up to S25 million to 
the British subsidiary to cover def- 
iciencies in the firm's assets. 

Monday the firm disclosed that 


it was suing Mr. Posgate and four 
former directors of Alexander 
Howden for misconduct in the use 
of company funds. 

It said that $55 million had been 
paid to companies in Panama and 
Liechtenstein for reinsurance, the 
process by which insurers share 
their risks and premiums with 
other firms. 

But two of those companies 
were secretly owned by the four 
London directors while they and 


Mr. Posgate owned a third. Ale- 
xander and Alexander said. 

Lloyd's, which takes its name 
from a coffee house where marine 
insurers gathered in the l7ih cen- 
tury. announced Monday that it 
was suspending Mr. Posgate’s 
membership. 

British police and the gov- 
ernment's department of trade 
said Tuesday they were inv- 
estigating the affair. 


U,S. raps oil firms 


WASHINGTON fR) — The U.S; government Monday accused 
three oil equipment forms, including a division of International Har- 
vester Company, of taking part in a scheme to bribe officials of 
Mexico's state-owned oil company. 

In papers filed in U.S. district court in Los Angeles, the Justice 
Department said the firms paid $9.9 million to two Petroleos Mex- 
icanos officials to secure contracts from rfte oil company. 

Named in the papera filed by the depanmem were Crawford 
Enterprises Inc., International 'Harvester's solar turbine division and 
Ruston Gas Turbines Inc. 

The department alleged the payments were made by Crawford 
Enterprises, a Houston-based firm, to Mr. Jesus Chavarria and Mr. 
Ignacio Deleon, officials of the Mexican oil company.

New U.K. jobless total 
described as criminal 

LONDON(R)— Briiain’Ssunemploymem.already worse than inthe' ' 
1930s depression, rose this month to a record 14 per cent of the 
workforce, government figures showed Tuesday. 

Almost 50,000 people joined ihe job queues in September, raising 
the total to 3.34 million, or one in seven workers, the employment 
ministry said. 

News of the rise, which dashed hopes that the long-term rate of 
unemployment was slowing down, disappointed government min- 
isters and angered the opposition Labour Party. 

Mr. Eric Varley. Labour's employment spokesman, said the new 
total was criminal and tragic and showed Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's economic policies had failed. 

“The whole nation should indict the cabinet who. far month after 
month, deliberately and callously stand by and watch the tide of 
unemployment rise while doing nothing to reduce it,” Mr. Varley 
said. 

For the government. Employment Minister Norman Tebbitt said 
he regretted the rise but added that a number of recent developments- 
could bring improvements in the job picture. 

Mr. Tebbitt said declining inflation, forecast to drop to 6.5 percent 
by the end of the year, falling interest rates and improving pro- 
ductivity should work through to provide new jobs.

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Bonn opposition agrees on 
CDU leader as chancellor 


BONN (R) — West Germany's 
conservative opposition and the 
liberal Free Democrats (FDP) 
resumed talks Tuesday on forming 
a centre-right government after 
agreeing to elect Helmut Kohl 
Chancellor next week. 

The parties agreed Monday 
night on a timetable to oust Social 
Democratic (SPD) Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, now heading a 
minority SPD administration, 
with a “constructive vote of no 
confidence" in parliament on Oct. 
1 . 

Under the constitution Mr. 
Kohl, the Christian Democratic 
(CDU) leader, must be elected 
chancellor simultaneously by an 
absolute majority of the 497- 
member bundestag (lowe house). 


The accord, which foresees 
fresh elections next March 6. came 
after right-wing Bavarian Premier 
Franz-Josef Strauss, leader of the 
Christian Social Union (CSU), 
dropped his demand that a federal 
election be held this year. 

Mr. Strauss' climbdown, only 
hours after he had declared the 
demand non-negotiable. was seen 
in Bonn Tuesday as a first major 
victory far Mr. Kohl and a loss of 
face for the Bavarian leader. 

There was no sign that Mr. Str- 
auss had won concessions on pol- 
icy or government jobs for the 
CSU in return fordropping his ins- 
istence on elections, though the 
date for the change of government 
is a week, later than Mr. Kohl's 
aides had hoped. 


Brezhnev backs Indian 
Ocean peace zone idea 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet Pre- 
sident Leonid Brezhnev has pro- 
posed that the Eastern and Wes- 
tern military alliances issue a joint 
pledge not to extend their ope- 
rations to Asia, Africa or Latin 
America. 

His appeal was made in a speech 
welcoming Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi to Moscow Mon- 
day for her first visit in six years 
and was linked to New Delhi's 
own support for moves to turn the 
Indian Ocean into a “zone of 
peace”. 

The Soviet leader said he fully 
endorsed the idea and called for 
non-littoral states to freeze dev- 
elopment of military bases in the 
Indian Ocean and halt dep- 
loyment of large naval fleets there. 

Western diplomats said the two 
proposals appeared to have been 
coined to please Mrs. Gandhi and 
would not arouse great interest in 
Western capitals. 


The Western NATO alliance 
was already limited to operating in 
Europe and North America by its 
own charter, they said. 

Mr. Brezhnev’s remarks on the 
Indian Ocean appeared aimed 
primarily at the U.S. air and naval 
base on Diego Garcia island, but 
Washington regarded this as cru- 
cial for the defence of the Gulf oil 
routes, they added. 

Mis. Gandhi made no response 
to the Soviet leader’s proposals in 
her speech. But she warmly pra- 
ised the long relationship between 
the two countries and said it had 
been a stabilising factor in world 

affair e 

Reports of her talks with Mr. 
Brezhnev add her speech at Mon- 
day night’s Kremlin banquet sho- 
wed she avoided any controversial 
topics and concentrated on the 
benefits of the good und- 
erstanding between Moscow and 
New Delhi- 


Chamberlain trial held up 

DARWIN (R) — Legal argument held up the trial Tuesday of Lindy 
-Chamberlain, accused of slitting the throat of her baby in the Aus- 
tralian bush. 

Judge James Muirhead gave the juiy the day off as he discussed 
legal issues with prosecution and defence counsel. The trial is exp- 
ected to resume normally Wednesday. 

Mrs. Chamberlain is accused of murdering her nine-week old 
daughter Azaria at a camp site but says she was dragged away by a 
dingo (wild dog). 

Monday a road accident victim told the court that he had bled 
profusely in the car where the prosecution alleges Mrs. Chamberlain 
cut her baby’s throat. 

The prosecution said at the start of the trial that it would call 
forensic witnesses who would say traces of foetal blood from a child 
aged less than six months bad been detected in several places in the 
car. It alleged Mrs. Chamberlain killed Azaria in the front passenger 
seat. 

Kyth Lenehan said he had been cut on the head after a road 
accident in northern Queensland in June 1979, more than a year 
before Azaria disappeared. He said he was sitting on the side of the 
road a few minutes after the accident when Mr. and Mrs. Cha- 
mberlain picked him up and drove him to hospital. 

He said blood was covering the the right of his head, chest and 
shoulders and he was put in the back of the Chamberlain's car which 
was presented as evidence Monday. 

Cross examined by the defence, Mr. Lenehan said the Cha- 
mberlains had been unable to stop the bleeding and there were 
copious amounts of blood on his shirt. The journey to hospital took 
about 45 minutes.

If you were East, wouldn't 
you be thrilled to win a trick 
with your motley collection? 
East did just that, but 
rumors have it that he has 
-yet to thank declarer. 

There was little of note 
about the auction. North bid 
a good four-card suit because 
he didn't yet know where the 
hand was headed, and a nor- 
mal contract was reached. 

Declarer made a routine 
duck of the opening lead and 
won the spade continuation. 
Obviously, West was the 
danger hand, so he had to be 


kept off lead. His spade suit 
would be established with 
one more lead, and if he got 
in a second time he would be 
able to run the suit to defeat 
the hand. One of West's en- 
tries was surely the ace of 
diamonds. 

Declarer needed tricks in 
the diamond suit to make his 
contract, and it looked as if 
the best chance was to play 
West for a doubleton ace. 
Then declarer could lead a 
diamond to the queen and 
force out West’s ace by duck- 
ing a diamond on the way 
back. But that was against 
the odds. 

Fortunately, declarer 
realized that he needed only^ 
three tricks from the dia- 
mond suit. There, a much 
better play was available. He 
could give up the first dia- 
mond trick to East! At trick 
three, therefore, declarer led 
a low diamond and, when 
West followed low, declarer 
finessed the nine. 

An astonished East won 
the trick, but had no spade to 
return. He shifted to a heart, 
but declarer was on his toes. 
He rose with the ace of 
hearts and proceeded to 
force out the ace of dia- 
monds. Since he still held the 
ace of spades and jack of 
hearts, there was no way the 
defenders could get five 
tricks before declarer got 
nine — two spades, a heart, 
three diamonds and three 
clubs. 


The CDU/CSU parliamentary 
party Tuesday formally endorsed 
Mr. Kohl as its candidate for cha- 
ncellor, with only one deputy abs- 
taining and one voting against 
him. 

Assuming the vote goes the 
same way in the Bundestag, the 
CDU leader would need the sup- 
port of 24 of the FDFs 53 mem- 
bers to be elected. 

In a show of hands last Friday. 
33 FDP depuries endorsed party 
leader Hans- Dietrich Genschers 
decision to abandon Mr. 
S’.hmidt’s left-liberal government 
and open talks with the CDU. 

That would give a centre-right 
government a comfortable maj- 
ority in parliament. 

Mr. Strauss told the CDU/CSU 
meeting a new government would 
immediately withdraw the present 
government's 1983 budget draft 
from the Bundestag and draw up a 
new budget. 

CDU Schleswig-Holstein State 
Premier Gerhard Stoltenberg. vir- 
tually certain to be the new fin- 
ance minister, said the present 
draft would have led to a deficit of 
50 billion marks ( S20 billion ) next 
year. 

‘The black giant' 

BONN (R) — Helmut Kohl is 
known popularly as "the black 
giant" but his critics say he has yet 
to cast a very impressive shadow in 
West German politics. 

In the past, his critics, as well as 
some of his own party colleagues, 
have called the six-foot four-inch 
(1.93 metres) Mr. Kohl too col- 
ourless for the nation's top pol- 
itical post. 

Mr. Kohl. 52. originally rose 
fast in his Christian Democratic 
Union (CDU), becoming leader in 
1973. But in the 1976 federal ele- 
ctions he narrowly failed to unseal 
Social Democratic (SPD) Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Schmidt and his 
future in politics looked bleak. 

Mr. Kohl was criticised for run- 
ning a bland campaign in which he 
appeared unable to stand up to 
Mr. Schmidt on economic affairs 
and foreign policy. 

In 1979 he was replaced as lea- 
der of the conservative election 
campaign by Franz-Josef Str- 
auss. head of the CDLT s Bavarian 
sister party, the Christian Social 
Union (CSU). 

But Mr. Strauss' defeat in the 
federal elections the next year was 
the alliance's worst result since its 
formation 31 years earlier. 

His aides say he is better liked 
than any other West German pol- 
itician. He cultivates the image of 
a respectable, middle-of-the-road 
man. 

On another level, he helped 
patch up the deep rifts between 
the CDU and CSU after the 1980 
failure. 


Survivors of Beirut massacre give 
gruesome details of 3-day ordeal

BEIRUT (A.P.) — Survivors rec- 
ounting the massacre of Pal- 
estinians in refugee camps here 
said the horror began last Thu- 
rsday -- a day earlier than pre- 
viously believed — with ihe killers 
butchering their victims with kni- 
ves. 

•’They came in 30 trucks from 
the mountains," said Yahia 
Salem. 57. whose SO-year-old 
brother was murdered in the att- 
acks. "In the beginning they killed 
with knives, so as no: to make 
noise." 

He said the stabbmgs and throat 
cuttings began early Thursday, 
and by late morning there were 
snipers in the streets of the Shaiib 
camp. “Anyone who crossed the 
street, they killed." 

By Friday afternoon, the gun- 
men started going into houses, 
shooting men. women and chi- 
ldren. he said. Then they dyn- 
amited the houses, reducing them 
to rubble. 

Other eyewitnesses confirmed 
the account and said another att- 
ack was carried out Saturday mor- 
ning. Earlier reports said the kil- 
lings began Friday. 

Yahia's brother. Mohammed. 
65, wept softly over the body of 
their brother Sahid. "My brother 
was not a fighter." said Moh- 
ammed. holding a pink han- 
dkerchief to his nose to block the 
smell of the corpses rotting in the 
90-degree sun. 

“He was going with a white flag 
to the Israelis to say there were no 
fighters in the camp, only old peo- 


ples. women and children.” 
w omen wailed and waved their 
arms in anger and despair as Red 
Cross workers put bodies, wra- 
pped in clear plastic or dirty bla- 
nkets. in neat rows for ide- 
ntification by relatives. 

The Red Cross and civil defence 
workers began bulldozing a mass 
grave to bury victims who were 
not identified. 

One hundred metres away, 
women sobbed and clawed the 
reddish brown earth where they 

claimed ZOfl babies were buried. 

Red Cross workers said they 
had recovered 1 20 bodies by Sun- 
day sundown and they believed 
many more were buried under the 
rubble of dynamited and bul- 
ldozed cinderblock shacks in Sha- 
•ii!a and Sabra camps. 

They said they were picking up 
the bodies littering the streets and 
half-covered by rubble and would 
investigate the claims that bodies 
were buried the killers' bulldozers 
in mass graves. 

A bulldozer pushed through the 
rubble of one house and they took 
out four bodies. An old woman 
stroked the hair of the body of a 
young woman laid out on a str- 
etcher. 

Tnere is indeed fear in the 
camps of that another massacre 
might take place. At mid- 
morning. thousands of people ran 
out of the Shatila camp and sur- 
rounding neighbourhoods, sho- 
uting “Haddad. Haddad". A 
rumour had spread that the sol- 
diers of Saad Haddad, the Israeli- 
backed major whom some blame 
for the massacre, had returned. 


A burst of gunfire was heard 
amid a cacaphony of automobile 
horns, and Lebanese army troops 
rushed in to investigate. 

Lebanese army officers on the 
scene said later there was no tro- 
uble and the rumour were unf- 
ounded. 

Israel, which moved into west 
Beirut last Wednesday and had 
troops surrounding the camps dur- 
ing the massacre, blamed the att- 
ack on right-wing Falangists. 
Many survivors in the camps said 
the killers were followers of Had- 
dad. On Monday, the attack was 
claimed by a shadowy rightist 
group calling itself The" From for 
the Liberation of Lebanon from 
Foreigners.” 

A Danish television tape shot at 
about I p.m. (1100GMT) Friday 
showed rightist militiamen arr- 
esting four Lebanese army men in 
an encounter in which a shot was 
fired, then taking the army sol- 
diers into the camps. 

At the same time the militiamen 
were stopping weeping women 
and children from leaving the 
camps. 

No information was available us 
to what happened to the soldiers. 

A Lebanese security force off- 
icer who refused to be identified 
said that Thursday afternoon he 
saw a convoy of Falangist vehicles 
on a roadway leading from the 
airport. On Monday reporters saw 
red signs on the road that pointed 
toward Beirut and Samid "Fal- 
ange MP.” The security force off- 
icer estimated the size of the con- 
vov at 4.000 men. 


‘Israeli troops knew what went on’ 


JERUSALEM (Rl — An Israeli 
newspaper Tuesday quoted an 
eyewitness as saying the Beirut 
massacre was carried out by 400 
Lebanese militiamen who entered 
Palestinian refugee camps in two 
waves with the permission of Isr- 
aeli troops. 

The Jerusalem Post attributed 
the report to a Lebanese army ser- 
geant who said he had been posted 
on the perimeter of the Sabra 
camp, in the southern suburbs of 
Beirut, during the mass killings. 

The soldier said Israeli forced in 
the area allowed right-wing mil- 
itiamen into the camp on the 
nights of Thursday and Friday last 
week. 

The first group of 200 gunmen 
entered the camp at dusk and were 
helped during the night by flares 
fired by the Israelis. 

He backed Israeli claims that it 
was assumed the militiamen were 
fighting Palestinian guerrillas. 

“They killed silently so that the 
Israelis shouldn’t hear too much 
shooting. They strangled, they 
stabbed," he said. 

The second group of 200 mil- 


itiamen. who went into the camp 
on Friday afternoon, comprised 
Falangist Party gunmen as well as 
members of an Israeli-backed mil- 
itia from southern Lebanon led by 
former Lebanese army Major 
Saad Haddad, he said. 

The sergeant said the gunmen 
had taken 100 refugees to a nea- 
rby sports stadium and killed 
many of them after questioning. 

"They took 100 women out of 
the eastern end and took them on 
a tour of Christian communities 
around Beirut. They showed them 
off and said *We killed their men 
in revenge for Bashir.' ” he said. 

This was a reference to Leb- 
anese President-elect Bashir 
Gemavel. commander of the cou- 
ntry's rightist militia, who was ass- 
assinated two days before the 
massacre. 

The Jerusalem Post quoted an 
Israeli lieutenant, whose unit had 
been posted on a hillock ove- 
rlooking the camp, assaying there 
had been no unusual outbursts of 
gunfire to warrant suspicion of 
mass murder. 

“Sure, we heard firing. But we 


heard lots of firing and it didn't 
mean anything— no one thought a 
massacre was going on the Isr- 
aeli officer said. 

He said that on Thursday he and 
his parairoop unit clashed with 
men from Haddad's force who 
were trying to massacre druze res- 
idents ofu nearby neighbourhood. 

He said that Isrculi forces ent- 
ered the camp for the first time on 
Saturday morning, adding: 
"That's when we first saw the bod- 
ies." 

The newspaper said relations 
between Israeli troops and Fal- 
angist militiamen had cooled since 
the massacre, and quoted one Isr- 
aeli paratrooper as saying: “The 
Falangists, you should know, are 
all Nazis." ’ 

.In Tel Aviv, an official military 
spokesman Tuesday denied that 
Haddad's men were involved in 
the killings. 

The spokesman said: "The 
army strongly denies foreign rep- 
orts that the IDF (Israeli Defence 
Forces) transported soldiers of 
Haddad so that they could take 
pan in the massacre. 


Kissing 
banned 
in Iran 

LONDON (R) — Iran's Islamic 
legislators have ruled that kissing 
for sexual pleasure has (o stop. 

Kissing for sexual pleasure, dri- 
nking alcohol and homosexuality 
are among a list of moral offences 
officially outlawed by legislation 
passed in Iran's parliament this 
week. 

Tehran newspapers said Tue- 
sday the law, which establishes 
punishment of lflO lashes for 
first-time offenders against the 
kissing ban. would run for an exp- 
erimental period. Persistent hom- 
osexuality will lead to execution, 
the papers said. 

Under the now law sexual off- 
ences could only he proved if four 
men were brought as witnesses, 
the papers said. In the absence of a 
male witness, the court would acc- 
ept two women substitutes, they 
added. 

Liberal Party 
begins annual 
conference 

BOURNEMOUTH. England (K) 
— Liberal leader David Steel 
urged members of his minority 
party Tuesday to set aside dif- 
ferences with their Social Dem- 
ocratic partners in Britain's cen- 
trist alliance. 

Mr. Steel. 44. spoke to his party 
at the first formal session of the 
Liberals' annual assembly at this 
southern England seaside resort. 

The session was held in private 
but in a radio interview bef- 
orehand Mr. Steel made clear 
what his message would be. 

Acknowledging damage to all- 
iance fortunes reflected in recent 
public opinion polls, he said it was 
time to forget the two parties* 
year-long squabble over which 
parliamentary seats each would 
contest at the next general ele- 
ction. 

"This conference has got to 
mark the point at which we say 
now. right, we've finished with all 
that." he said. 

“We've got to tum our att- 
ention to the big issues of une- 
mployment and how we're going 
to recover the economy. And 
we’ve got to promote the all- 
iance.” 

A public opinion poll in BBC 
television Monday night showed 
that alliance support had sunk to a 
record low of 14 per cent of the 
electorate — the level won by the 
Liberals alone at the 1979 general 
election. 

Another poll Tuesday, by Mar- 
plan for the Guardian newspaper, 
kept the alliance in third place but 
raised its showing to 1 9 per cent. 



4 Actions we can and must take to end the nightmare 9 


WASHINGTON (R) — Fol- 
lowing is the full text of a televised 
address by President Reagan on 
his decision to send U.S. Marines 
back into Lebanon. 

“The scenes that the whole 
world witnessed this past weekend 
were among the most hea- 
rtrending in the long nightmare of 
Lebanon’s agony. Millions of us 
have seen pictures of the Pal- 
estinian victims of this tragedy. 
There is little that words can add. 
But there are actions we can and 
must take to bring that nightmare 
to an end. 

It is not eoough for us to view 
this as some remote event in which 
we ourselves are not involved. For 
our friends in Lebanon and Isr- 
ael, for our friends in Europe and 
elsewbere in the Middle East, and 
for us as Americans— this tragedy, 
horrible as it is, reminds us of the 
absolute imperative of bringing 
peace to that troubled country and 
region. By working for peace in 
the Middle East, we serve the 
cause of world peace, and the fut- 
ure of mankind. 

For the criminals who did this 
deed no punishment is enough to 
remove the blotof theircrime. But 
for the rest of us there are things 
that we can learn and things that 
we must do: 

— The people of Lebanon must 
have learned that the cycle of mas- 
sacre upon massacre must end. 
Children are not avenged by the 
murder of other children. 

— Israel must have learned that 
there is no way it can impose its 
own solutions on hatreds as deep 
and bitter as those that produced 
this tragedy. If it seeks to do so, it 
will only sink more deeply into the 
quagmire that looms before it. 

— Those outsiders who have fed 
the flames of civil war in Lebanon 
for so many yean need to learn 
that the fire will consume them too 
if it is not put out. 

— And we roust all rededicate 
ourselves to the cause of peace. I 
reemphasise my call for early pro- 
gress to solve the Palestinian issue 
and repeat the U.S. proposals 


which are now even more urgent. 

For now is not the time for talk 
■atone. Now is a time for action. To 
act together to restore peace to 
Beirut; to help a stable gov- 
ernment emerge that can restore 
peace and independence to all of 
Lebanon; and to bring a just and 
lasting resolution to the conflict 
between Israel and its Arab nei- 
ghbours, one that satisfies tbe leg- 
itimate rights of the Palestinians 
who are all too often its victims. 

Our basic objectives in Leb-

The international community 
has an obligation to assist the gov- 
ernment of Lebanon in reasserting 
authority over all of its territory. 

Foreign forces and armed fac- 
tions have too long obstructed the 
legimate role of the government of 
Lebanon's security forces. We 
must pave the way for withdrawal 
of foreign forces. 

The place to begin this task is in 
Beirut. The Lebanese government 
must be permitted to restore int-

anon have not changed, for they 
are the objectives of the gov- 
ernment and people of Lebanon 
themselves. First and foremost, 
we seek the restoration of a strong 
and stable central government in 
that country, brought into being 
by orderly constitutional pro- 
cesses. Lebanon elected a new 
president two short weeks ago 
only to see him murdered even 
before he could assume his office. 
This teek a distressed Lebanon 
will again be electing a new pre- 
sident. May God grant him safety 
as well as the wisdom and courage 
to lead his country into a new and 


era al security in its capital. It can- 
not do this if foreign forces remain 
in or near Beirut. 

With this goal in mind I have 
consulted with our French and Ita- 
lian allies. We have agreed to form 
a new multinational force similar 
to the one which served so well last 
month, with the mission of ena- 
bling the Lebanese government to 
resume full sovereignty over its 
capital and the essential pre- 
condition for extending its control 
over the entire country. 

The Lebanese government, 
with the support of its people, 
requested this help. For this mul- 


tinational force to succeed it is 
essential that Israel withdraw 
from Beirut. With the expected 
cooperation of all parties, the mul- 
tinational force will return to Bei- 
rut for a limited period of time. Its 
purpose is not to act as a police 
force, but to make it possible for 
the lawful authorities of Lebanon 
to do so for themselves. 

Secretary (of State George) 
Shultz, on my behalf, has also rei- 
terated our views to the gov- 
ernment of Israel through its amb- 
assadors in Washington. Unless 
Israel moves quickly and cou- 
rageously to withdraw, it will find 
itself ever more deeply involved in 
problems that are not its own and 
which it cannot solve. 

The participation of American 
forces in Beirut will again be fota 
limited period. Bui I have con- 
cluded that there is no alternative 
to their returning to Lebanon if 
that country is to have a chance to 
stand on its own feet. 

Peace in Beirut is only a first 
step. Together with the people of 
Lebanon, we seek the removal of 
all foreign military forces from 
that country. The departure of all 
foreign forces at the request of the 
Labanese authorities has been 
widely endorsed by Arab as well 
as other states. Israel and Syria 
have both indicated that they have 
no territorial ambitions in Leb- 
anon and are prepared to wit- 
hdraw. It is now urgent that spe- 
cific arrangements for withdrawal 
of all foreign forces be agreed 
upon. This must happen very 
soon. 

The legitimate security con- 
cerns of neighbouring states, inc- 
luding particularly the safety of 
Israel's northern population, must 
be provided for, but this is not a 
difficult task if the political will is 
there. The Lebanese people must 
be allowed to chan their own fut- 
ure; they must rely solely on Leb- 
anese armed forces, who are wil- 
ling and able to bring security to 
their country. They must be all- 
owed to do so-and the sooner the 
better. 


Ambassador (Morris) Draper, 
who has been in close consultation 
with the parties concerned in Leb- 
anon. will remain in the area to 
work for the full implementation 
of our proposal. Ambassador 
(Philip) Habib will join him. will 
represent me at the inauguration 
of the new president of Lebanon 
and will consult with the leaders in 
the area. He will return promptly 
to Washington to report to me. 

Early in the summer our gov- 
ernment met its responsibility to 
help resolve a severe crisis and to 
relieve the Lebanese people of a 
crushing burden. We succeeded. 
Recent events have produced new 
problems and we must again ass- 
ume our responsibilities. 

I am especially anxious to end 
the agony of Lebanon because it is 
both right and in our national int- 
erest. But I am also determined to 
press ahead on the broader effort 
to achieve peace between Israel 
and its Arab neighbours. The eve- 
nts in Beirut of last week have ser- 
ved only to reinforce my con- 
viction that such a peace is des- 
perately needed and that the ini- 
tiative we undertook on Sept. 1 is 
the right way to proceed. We will 
not be discouraged or deterred in 
our efforts to seek peace in Leb- 
anon and a just and lasting peace 
throughout the Middle East. 

All of us must learn the app- 
ropriate lessons from this tragedy 
and assume the responsibilities 
that it imposes upon us. We owe it 
to ourselves and to our children. 
The whole world will be a safer 
place when this region which has 
known so much trouble can begin 
to know peace instead. 

Both our purpose and our act- 
ions ate peaceful and we are tak- 
ing them in a spirit of international 
cooperation. So. tonight, I ask for 
your prayers and your support as 
our country continues its vital role 
as a leader for world peace— a role 
that all of us. as Americans, can be 
proud of.
